NEW YORK (AP) - The 


manner of raising $150,000 to 
run the major league baseball 
players' association, 
including 


$50,000 for executive director 
Marvin Miller, still is causing 
problems between the owners 
and the athletes. 


The athletes wanted to take 


the money out of the oension 
fund but the owners told them 
May 3 that it might be illegal. 
Tn return, thev suggested that

gation f paying about 
$350 a 


vear ($2 a day for 172 playing 
days) to heln support the pen- 
sion fund. They figured this 
money then could go to run the 
plavers' office. 


When the player representa- 


tives met with the executive 
Tpuncil Monday, they rejected 
the owners' suggestion. Instead 
the nlawrs asked ro continue to 
pay the $2 a day into a fund that 
would be accounted for sepa- 
rately so that the association 
could draw out money for ex- 
penses. 


The owners suggested again 


this might be illegal under the 
Taft-Hartley act, governing la- 
bor-management relations. 


Miller, who takes over as 


director of the players' associa-

Rival Leagues 
Said Holding 
Peace Talks

Despite continued small-arms 


fire in pro football's hot-and- 
cold war, editorial observers 
anticipate an imminent truce — 
and eventual accord — between 
the rival American and National 
leagues. 


Reports persist that the AFL 


is taking retaliatory measures 
for the signing of Buffalo place- 
kicker Pete Gogolak by the 
NFL's New York Giants last 
month, but the nation's sports 
editors and writers see peace 
ahead — they are even hinting 
at a future merger. 


Meanwhile, Pete Rozelle and 


Al Davis, commissioners of the 
NFL and AFL, respectively, 
generally have refused com- 
ment on the developments con- 
cerning the feud or its possible 
termination. 


The New York Times said the 


rival leagues are holding "se- 
cret peace talks" and that there 
were hopes for "an agreemtnt. 
probably in the form of a com- 
mon draft, within a week." 


But the Times story, under 


Frank Litsky's byline, quoted 
Davis as calling the report 
"speculation and conjecture. It 
is very doubtful anything will be 
done." 


"The latest of the pro football 


feuds which erupted when the 
New York Giants signed Pete 
Gogolak . . . will very likely be 
the last," 
wrote 
Oliver E. 


Kuechle, sports editor of the

words, by newsmen who "took 
over

the entire 


courtroom, hounding most of 
the participants in the trial, 
especially Sheppard." 


Blythin was blamed for giving 


reporters unprecedented space 
in the section reserved for law- 
yers, for the "frequent confu- 
sion 
and disruption" caused 


when reporters moved in and 
out of the courtroom, for as- 
signing a broadcasting station 
space next to the jury room, for 
the "constant commotion." 


Outside 
the 
courtroom, 


though, the bonus for a trial in- 
fected with "prejudicial publici- 
ty" was put also at least indi- 
rectly on the news media. 


Newspapers delved into Shep- 


pard's personal life, Clark said, 
stressing "his extra-marital 
love affairs as a motive" for the 
slaying of his wife Marilyn and 
portraying the Cleveland osteo- 
path as a Lothario.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Senate-House c o n ference com- 
mittee h*s approved 
a 
bill 


authorizing federal aid for far- 
mers unable to plant crops be- 
cause of natural disasters. 


Farmers whose cotton, wheat 


or feed grain crops are destroy- 
e d by natural disaster after 
planting now are permitted to 
plant alternate crops without 
loss of benefit payments on 
their allotted acreage. 


The 
bill approved Monday 


would extend the same rights 
to farmers unable to plant these 
crops. Sponsors urged immed- 
iate passage because h e a v y 
rains in the midsouth havs pre- 
vented 
cotton farmers 
from 


planting their crops, 


The bill was sent to the con- 


ference 
committee 
after 
the 


enate approved last week an 
amendment 
offered 
by Sen. 


John J. Williams, R - Del., 
limiting the federal payment to 
any farmer to $10,000. House 
conferees refused to accept the 
amendment. 


Federal aid would come from 


land diversion and price sup- 
port payments to farmers parti- 
cipating in the government's 
cotton, wheat or 
feed grain 
programs.

"1 just caught a shark out of 


Ihe Arkansas Rivef," an exact- 
ed angler recently told a Little 
Rock TV station. Later 
the 


"shark" turned .out to be a 
shovelnose sturgeon, a fish com- 
monly caught along the river 
during the Spring. 


The shovelnose grows to be 


about 10 feet long in some wa- 
ters, and is a cousin to Atlantic 
and Lake sturgeons. Another 
close relative is the paddlefish, 
or shovelbill as others may call 
him. 


Shovelnose Sturgeons swims 


along the bottom of the river 
with chin barbels just touching. 
When these 
sensitive 
feelers 


touch small animals, the stur- 
geons shoots out its turbular 
mouth and sucks in its dinner. 


In Idaho all sturgeon taken 


from the Snake River must be 
at least three feet long to b e 
kept, but must be thrown back 
if they are over six feet long. 
This is d u e to the fact t h a t 
sturgeons do not spawn until 
they reach the six-foot mark. 
Arkansas has no regulations 
specifically concerned with the 
sturgeons. 


Caviar is made from the black 


eggs of the female sturgeon, 
and smoked sturgeons is consid- 
ered a delicacy in some parts 
of the country. 


On exhibit at the Game and 


Fish Building in Little Rock is 
a sturgeon, taken from the Lit- 
tle Missouri River, that weighs 
135 pounds and measures 6Vz 
feet in length. And its 
ugly 


enough to be m i s taken for a 
shark. 


Eighteen persons have been 


dorwned in Arkansas waters this 
year, with six added to the list 
over the Memorial Day week- 
end. Some of the drownings ap- 
peared to have been results of 
heart attacks, but most are caus- 
ed by sheer carlessness. 


Only 
recently two persons 


drowned in White River by an- 
choring the stern instead of the 
bow in swift water. Another 
fisherman, attempting to ex- 
change seats in a moving boat, 
capsized the boat and drowned. 


Last weekend a father and his 


four-year-old son were fishing- 
in Lake Beaver Fork, when the 
tot fell in. The father also drown- 
ed when he attempted to save 
his »pn, who was not wearing 
a life preserver. 


In 1964 nine sportsmen were 


reported drowned in Arkansas 
waters, and 12 accident reports 
were filled with the F & FC. 
The boating laws require that 
"in case of collision, accident, 
or other casualty involving a 
vessel, the operator will—if the 
collision a c c i d e n t or other 
casualty results in death or in- 
jury to a person or damage to 
property in excess of $100 — file 
with the Arkansas Game and 
Fish Commission"a full descrip- 
tion and account of the mishap. 
Last year 23 boating accident 
reports were filed with the G 
& FC with 20 deaths reported.

The ancient Greeks used the 


bark of a willow tree. Before 
them, some tribes of primitive 
man used sharpened stones to 
drill holes In the heads of peo- 
ple to let out evil spirits which 
caused headaches. 


Various roots and herbs(many 


with real medicinal effects)were 
used, as well as spells, Incan- 
tations and hexes. 


In the Middle Ages, bleeding 


patients 
with leeches was a 


standard treatment for almost 
every ache and ailment. Pearls 
were considered so useful that 
leeches that had been fed ground 
pearls brought unusually high 
prices. 


People who couldn't

prescriptions calling for pearls 
—or the emeralds, sapphires 
and silk which replaced them In

Careful Control Important 
Where Cobalt is Concerned

Q—When cobalt treatments 


are given do the cobalt rays 
destroy only the tumor cells 
or do they also destroy healthy 
cells in the area? 


A—Although the healthy 


cells are more resistant to ir- 
radiation t h a n most tumor 
cells, healthy cells are also 
damaged by rays of cobalt-60. 
That is why the placement of 
the needles and the duration 
of the t r e a t m e n t must be 
carefully controlled. 


Q—What is l y m p h o s a r - 


coma? Is it related to leuke- 
mia? 


A—This is a type of cancer 


that may be found in different 
parts of the body. Another 
name for it is H o d g k i n ' s 
disease. It resembles leukemia 
in that it involves the lymph 
nodes and is sometimes char- 
acterized by a high white 
blood cell count. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of bone cancer? Can you have 
this without having cancer in 
any other part of the body? 


A—The s y m p t o m s vary. 


There may be p a i n in the 
bone and a hard swelling or 
the bone may become eroded 
and break with a minimum of 
trauma. Some cancers start 
in a bone and spread to other 
parts l a t e r but many bone 
cancers are an offshoot from 
an initial cancer in some dis- 
tant part. 


Q—My f a t h e r died of a 


sarcoma t h a t affected the 
bones in his legs. What is the 
cause of this disease? Is it 
hereditary? 


A—The cause of osteosar- 


mine whether there is any 
malignant 
change 
in 
the 


operative s c a r . If such a 
change is found, prompt re- 
moval or cobalt needles would 
give you the best chance for 
a cure. Your checkup should 
include a physical examina- 
tion as well as a Pap smear. 


Q—Can a girl who has grad- 


uated from high school with 
average grades be classified as 
an idiot? Her stepfather in- 
sists that she is. 


A—Using the term "idiot" 


loosely is a p o p u l a r indoor 
sport but not one to be taken 
seriously.

TINIER AND TINIER-Miniature Marvels of Electronics 


As things are now progressing it may become, eventually, the 
INVISIBLE world of electronics. From the vacuum tube, it 
moved to the transistor, then the printed circuit through 
steady miniaturization. 
This is the latest step. Where most 


electronic firms have developments in this field, Westinghouse 
claims the first plant ever set up to manufacture microscopic 
electronic circuits. At Elkridge, Md., employes peer through 
microscopes to do their work on silicon chips. Some are no 


bigger than the ball on a ballpoint pen but become integra- 
ted circuits. Key is a chemical process creating impurities 
in the silicon to form diodes, transistor junctions, resistive 
and capacitive areas. Blue-collar workers are not being sup- 
planted by white-collar workers as this miniaturization de- 
velops throughout the electronic field. They are replaced by 
white-all-over workers. Most of them wear surgery-type cloth- 
ing because the work must be done in ultraclean surroundings.
